In July 2004, U.S. authorities in Afghanistan arrested three U.S. citizens on charges of 
torturing Afghan nationals, operating a private prison, and en tering the country of Afghanist an 
illegally. T he individuals, identified as Jonathan Keith Idema J 

referred to their group as Task Force Saber 7 (TF-7). At the time of their arrest, the 

subjects were found to be holding a number of Afghan nationals as prisoners in a compound 
located in Kabul. The prisoners were alleged to be members of a group plotting to attack U.S. 
and/or Afghan government targets. The three subjects have been tried and convicted by an 
Afghan court and are currently serving prison sentences in Afghanistan. 
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A portion of the current FBI investigation centers on determining whether Idema 
misrepresented himself as acting in an official capacity for the U.S. government. Photographs 
and videos of Idema and his associates indicate that they wore uniforms which were nearly 
identical to those of the U.S. military. His appearance and bearing apparently convinced many 
people that Idema was a member of the U.S. Special Forces. It is believed that he cultivated this 
perception in order to facilitate support from U.S., Afghan, and international officials. 


Our office has been requested to locate and interview^

Specifically, the FBI is interested in learning wh ether Idema made any claims that he was 
working for the U.S. government.

As you may know, in July 
2004, Mr. Idema and two other U.S. citizens were arrested in Afghanistan for multiple 
violations to include charges of torture, operating a private prison, and entering the 
country illegally. Mr. Idema was the leader of group named Task Force Saber 7, which 
was largely comprised of bounty hunters seeking Usama Bin Laden and the resultant 
reward. They were found guilty of their crimes in an Afghani court and were 
ultimately sentenced to five years in prison. The FBI is presently conducting a separate 
investigation concerning these men and their activities and has reason to believe that 
they may have violated U.S. law. Some of the relevant violations may include the 
impersonation of a U.S. government official and human rights offenses to include 
torture. 


At your earliest convenience, our Legal Attache would appreciate the chance to 
talk to you about Mr. Idema and his associa tes.

BACKGROUND 


In July 2004, U.S. authorities in Afghanistan arrested three U.S. citizens on charges of 
torturing Afghan nationals, operating a private prison, and en tering the country of Afghanis tan 
illegally. T he individuals, identified as Jonathan Keith Idema J I 

referred to their group as Task Force Saber 7 (TF-7). At the time of their arrest, the 

subjects were found to be holding a number of Afghan nationals as prisoners in a compound 
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located in Kabul. The prisoners were alleged to be members of a group plotting to attack U.S. 
and/or Afghan government targets. The three subjects have been tried and convicted by an 
Afghan court and are currently serving prison sentences in Afghanistan. 

Following the arrest of these individuals! 


A portion of the current FBI investigation centers on determining whether Idema 
misrepresented himself as acting in an official capacity for the U.S. government. Photographs 
and videos of Idema and his associates indicate that they wore uniforms which were nearly 
identical to those of the U.S. military. His appearance and bearing apparently convinced many 
people that Idema was a member of the U.S. Special Forces. It is believed that he cultivated this 
perception in order to facilitate support from U.S., Afghan, and international officials. 


Our office has been requested to locate and interview| |in order to 

determine additional information pertaining to his meeting with Idema in June 2004. 
Specifically, the FBI is interested in learning wh ether Idema made any claims that he was 
working for the U.S. government. It is noted that | j is not suspected of any 


wrongdoing, but is being sought as a witness to the activities of Idema and the other members of 
TF-7...

by you. Simply advise and I will make the request.
